Spanish Atrocities in Havana-
Rule of the Yolunteers—Oat-
rage by a Spanish Man-
of-War—Real Condi-
tion of Affairs,

Dulce’s Latest Proclamation.

From a Huavana correspoundent, whose Intest
ailvices were W the 24th instant, we learn
sbul that city has opee wore been the seene of
riot and bloodshed. This last ontrage, mstend
of originating with a Inwless soldiery, or rather
wilth the volunteers, wins authorized and coun-
tenanced by the authorilics, and by no lessn
person than the Immortal Dalee himsell, who,
alter 8 deadly batred for the volunteers, hus
pecome whelr boon companlon, and from present
appearsunces will not gainssy suy ot their
desires in the future. Tohe Kindpess at oue time
shown the Cubans exlsts no lopeer, and woe to
the unfortunate native who does not walk
strulght avd keep his moutl shut when Spant
ards ure arouud,

On Sunday sfternoon the wharves and house.
tops, whereon & view could be obisined, were
crowded with people to wiiness the embarka-
$1on of the prisoners en route for Fernnudo Po,
the transport Borjs being moored st the fool
&l the Cabans foris, A party of penitentiary
birde brought the baggage of the prisoners on
board, aund there it was searched by Governs-
ment officials, At 1'80 a line of troops and
volunteers was formed from the Cabana to the
steamer, and shortly afterwaras the prisoners
came in sight, accompanied by a company of
volunteers,

They were immediately marched on board of
the Borgia, The Spamsh trignte Lealind had
salled a few hours previous 1o act 88 au escort,
until the Borja should puss beyond the Ba-
humas Channpel, rumors having been rile that
the Cobans hud organized an expedition to
intercept and capture the Borja, a fact which
seems nowise improbable, If tue determination
and mweans of the Repubhican leaders, wud the
status and influence of the prisoners, be tuken
into aceount.

When the recond batch of prisoners was com-
ing dowu from the Cabans, your correspondent
was standing on the whar! speaking 1o some
gentlemen, when a priekpocket in the immediate
velghborhood was seen 1o put his haod uto the
pocket ot a bystander, and was immediately
#eized by & gentleman standing alongside the
thief. X compavion of the rhief, withoat
donbt, then rawed the cry, “Muero Fspana,”
(Death to Spain) and iu & moment a scenc of
the wildest confusion was enacted,

The volunteers statioved ov the wharf, and
the rabble filbng every avenue leading theuce,
became furious, and on every Bpanish counte-
‘mauce the thirst for Ylood was plaiuly depicted,
The volunteers, with fixed bayouets, opened a
way throngh the crowd, and in less than a
moment the thief was in their hands, the popu-
lace sbouting, “Kill mwm, kill him!"” In the
meantime the fellow who uttered the cry escaped
unobeerved, aud your correspondent thioking
that he might give a better nccount of the pro-
ceedings by looking at them irom a reasouabie
distunce, attempted to get away, but being
bemmed in by a crowd of seyeral thousand men,
found that the attempt was hopeless,

Just then suother shout of *Muery Espana y
viva Uespedes” was beard a little 1o the right,
and in a4 second & young mun named Romero
wae gecn in the hunds of the volunteers, aud
rushed off to their burracks close by, and in
tront of the palace, A police commissary, nlso
pamed Homero, a Cubun by birth, ana related
to the last named individual, was vuinly attempt-
fog 1o rescue his relative from the buuds of the
volunteers, aud was carried by the siream to the
barracks, wnere an exolted muoltitude of voinn-
teers hud alveady received the thief aud a young
man nnmed 8 oy, also accused of shouting
* Muero Kspana

At that r?oment & shot was heard on the othee
side of the Plaza de Armas, & man buving been
killed instantaueonsly by one ot the Paluce

uards, also & volunteer. wno staled that the
ecensed had sbouted "“Muero lipana." Com.
missary Rowero was at this moment forcoly
expelled trom the volunteer burracks, and, on
re.ching the street, a volunteer sergeant took
hold of him, and called him s traitor and &o
abetior of travtors, cursing him and pushing
him along, but without etrikiug him, When
the populace saw this they crowded around the
pair, and begun to sirike at the Commissary, all
the while ealllug him a trator.

When the rioters, with Romero in their midst,
reached the office of the commuuder of the

o-t (Mayor de la Plaza), situated vetween the

arrancks and the Treusary building, & sergeant
of the regular army, and ucdoubtedlyone of the
clerks in the office, rurhed out aund dealt Ro-
mero & turious blow, knocking him down. The
shouts of “Kill bhim" increased, the rabbie
shouting merely at & guess, without knowing
what was golng on. Homero held up his stafl
ol office, crying, ** Viva Fspana—respect me—
don’t kill me—I am one of the suthorities;” but
for once the slavish ipsigniaa of Spanish civil
rule, the gold beaded tassels, had lost their
infuence, and Bomero was conunually belng

ushed towards the Treasury building, with his

wek towarda it, whete a brave and loyal
volunieer, with his musket ralsed, waited
patiently until the head of Romero slmost
touched the barrel of bis musket, and pulled
the trigger, sud Komero sauk a corpse, his
bralos bespattering the sidewalk. A more cold-
blooded assassination could ot be imagined.

The taste of blood ouce whetted, the feellums
of such an excifable people as the Spaniards
were excited almost to frenzy, All ideas scoiied
to cepire in the one absorbing wish for humun
goro, The hoarse cries, **Que muere! que muere!”
could be heard (rom thousands of wnroats, Tae
scenes then ennoted will never be forgotien by

our correspondent, Only those witnessed
3\;"1;.,; the Irish riots of 1863 can be compared

with them. At that moment the
crowd swayed towards the Palace, when
Dulce, socompained by & [lew staff-oflicers,

at ibe door, and attempted to
:;?upke:ﬁt: way towsrds the volnateer barracks.
Cries of “Kil Dulce!” were quite numerous,
After some trouble Dulce reached the barracks,
and belng beset by the volunteers, immediately
granted their request to have the prisoner, tou
yonng Coban Homeio, executed, ‘Ilulrle‘
spswered that the erles of 'Deith Lo Spain
could never be realized, as Spain conld never
dle, A sort of conrt martial was then formed,
and, a8 was to be expected, Romero was found
‘u!{i:g'doeumouu were signed by Duolee, and at
¢ in the afternoon, Romero wis shot on the
wharf, Ouly oue witness, & drunken boastmun,
could be found to testify thut Noy had shouted
ssMuero Espaon,” aud the conrt-martial, to ils
Erent regret, wias compelled to defer septence,

although 1 understand that since then wore
witoesses have been found, and he may be
ehot yet.

“CANNIBAL JACK."

The King of the Cnnnibal Islnnds—¥is
Arrival in New York -Singniar Stories
of his Uareer—Thirty Years smong the
Man-enters,

Ibere has jwsl arrived in New York an “old
=alt” known as “*Cannibal Juek.” Never did the
most extravegant jancy conceive w wilder or
more adventurous career than thst which he
tells of, This eingular persovage I8 a brown
bearded man of medium size, dark complexion,
retiring manoer, and 8 most perplexing acceut,
Any one would pronounce him a forelgner, but
no two would agree as to his nationality, He
hue pever permitted himselfl to be tutiooed, but
bears his credentials in the shape of & ronnd
bhole in his forchead, made by the pont ot a
juvelin, which he struck up with bis club in time
to prevent its piercing his breast,

Degplte his ominous title ol *Caunibal Jack."
he asserts that he has never wsted human flesh,
although his suvage Marquesne subjec:s feast
upon it every week with the utmost rehish ! s
it possible? And whom do they eat? “On,
prisoners of war mostly, and any strangers they
can cateh.,” “And, I eay,” continues the ques-
tioner, with a glight shiver, “how do they cook
them " *Hake them! Take them just a3 you
would a pig, eclean them and stafl
them with sweet-scented leaves and hot slones,
Then they lay hot stones on the grouund for an
oven, cover them with leaves, put the bodies on
these, then more leaves and hot stones, wnd
finally & layer of earth to keep in the heat and
the steam from the greeu leaves,” *‘And can't
you etop it* “Not a bit! I can save white
men, bui not nstives,”

Owing to his knowledge of their many dia-
lects, and his familiarity with their customs, he
is either obeyed or tesred In many different
islapd groups, put the epecial seat ot his power
i+ on uUitahw, ove of the Marquesas Isiands,
There n white man vamed Buatcher, was chief
when Juck first lavded, and there Botcher's
ckull is gtill preserved. Ihere Jack relgus in
niked and native dignity, with his tuppa pirdie
wod his feather heada dress, Tuere he has fours
lecn wives 1o one hovse, besides mauy more on
other islunds.  There he makes laws for
two thonsand islanders, and plaus raids upon
the Typee savages of Dominien, auother ot the
Marquesas Isluuds, with whose uatives he i3
ceasclessly at war, There are his double war
canves, made of boards sewed tozether with
cocoannt eennet, and propelled 14 mwites wn hour
by 300 rowers, who not only keep stroke to the
sound of & war song, but vary the exercise
every fow moments by lineing their padales in
the air and calebing them #8 they full with
military precision,

Jack is evidently of a Christian turn of mind,
does not swenr, and takes plensure in attending
owwine service., Nevertheless, he does oot like
missionaries, will not allow them on his islund,
and declares that Father Damon, st Honoluly,
and Mr. Brown, on one of the Navigator Islands,
ure the only ones who buve done the natives
any real good. He charges the others with
covelousness, inhumanity, and other nnmeless
villunies,

Fourteen years ngo u Boston traveller, who
helped to tound the drat newspaper in the Sand-
wich Islands, offered Jack 700 it he would
retuin with him to poston ana relate hie story
in detall, in order that a4 book mght be mude
of it. Jack dechned, but now, as he wislies to
make & httle woney, he is quite resdy to aceopt
guch a proposition. He intends to go to New
Bediord in n few days 10 visit eertam whaling
captaius of his sequaintance whom he expects
to find there, and hopes to get tunds enough to
buy some tools, ammunition, ard **oll news-
papers with stories in them. " to take back with
him; for next November will doubtless find him
tur on his way to his lsland kiogdom, as he de-
clares he *'would not spend o winter in this cold
climate for half thecity of New York,”

It will be impossible for us inour limited
gpace o detall the career of thie remuarkable
personsge, but will give just an insight ioto
whut he has been dolug. Boru in & small vil-
Iage in the vicinity ol Hochiester, New York, he
wade bis home, upon the death of his purents,
with an elder sister, who resided in- the city,
This excellent youne woman sent him to school,
and swilched bim #o fuithinlly when he played
truant, a8 be often did, that he ran away at the
tevder age ol pine vears, aua succecded in
makiog his way acroés York btate 1o Mystic, on
Long leland SBoand.

Here, in his zeal 10 8ee the strange sights of a
seaport town, he bonrded u ship which was just
on the poiot of sxiling for Havre, and was car:
rned off betore he conld regain the shore, He
made himsell 42 ueelul as be could, and on ar-
riving in the French port, immedistely ran
away again, lest the captain, who had learned
bis story, ebould send him back to Richester,
Getting on asSeine steumer. he made two ot three
trips between Hayre wnd Bouen: but oune day,
in empty inﬁ the bot water outof s “‘dog-basket,”
he upluckily pitched a lot of plates and
tpoons overboard, whercupon the wruthf slew-
urd kicked the poor little fellow 40 soundly with
bis wooden shoes that he was glad 10 scam per
ushore. Then the mate of & Scoteh schooner
took pity on him, uud he tried to revay the
mate's kindoess up  helping to  holst the
gchooner’s anchor out ol (e way of the Lide,
which rushes by the Selne foriou-ly. By some
mishap 18 slipped, and its whole weight dragged
n ropeé through hig hands #0 swiftly as to
actunlly rasp the flesh  from the bones,
The capia‘n wils highly vexed, and
drove him on shore aanin; but the
mate sud crew slded with the llwtle chap
who had held tothe rope so plockily; left the
schooner in & body, aad the captaln had nosmall
trouble 1 gettipg them buck agsin, lo the
meunwhile the youug adventarer got his hurts
dressed, tell into the hands of & good-natured
old Frenchman, who took excellent care of bim,
aod at last shipped ona Swedish sbip for »
crufse in the Baltic Sea. Near Dantsic he ran

Away agaip, because the mate threatened to
beat bim for dealing out 100 much coffes to the
men. Fortwodays he lived on green wheat, aud
iried to cateh storkes. The second night he crept
eautiously on board, and was just shpping oo
bis berth when the osapiain called him into the
cabin, perched him up on the transom lockers
with pothing oun but his shirt, lectured him

roundly on the folly of runninﬁ away, snd
gnally sbaifhim up in the empiy hold tili noon
u?e. ge;t y. Atter visiting Cronsiadt and

other ports, he salled in a Russian brig to the
vorth of England, and from there next to the
Pacitic islande, nnd found himself eventually
shifting throogh the Marquesas, Boclety,
Friendly, and Navigator Islands, ana In the lat-
ter gaining an ascendancy smong the natives,
and finally scting ue kg, Jack is brought to
New York on the charge of matiny, bot it s
probable thal the matter will be compromised,
aud the “Cannibal Chlef” allowed to return to

Near the same pluce, nand o few days later, the
Nagments of the dead body ot a mau were foand
on the ruilway, and the evidence wenl to show
that he bad thrown himsell under the tram o s
fit of delirium tremens, An Americsn polsons
himself 1o death in Liverpool, aud leaves sxpli-
¢it fnstrucuons for the disposition of bis money
and other possessions, saying hig vane was
Feorge Childe, and that he had » brother at No.
48 Penrl sireet, Boston,

A voled horee racer from London, called,
from his grent suecess in bewtivg, “the Levia-
thau,” cuts his throat 1o hia bed, and another
torget throws himself oot of o ralway train
and dies goon wfter being picked wo, The former
died flush, and no solution of his cours« s 2iven
but the intensity of the excitement in which he
had lived tor many years 1n the prosecution of
his calling, The latter 18 said to have trequently
reterred to his **troubles” lately. The teunsion

Destructive Fire in Wilmington,

In Wilmington, Del,, about half-past five
o'clock on Sunday morning last, a fire broke
out in James Downward & SBon's rope faciory,
pear the Kennett pike, beyoud Adams street,
which resulted in the total destruction of the
buildine., The watchman left the bullding at 4
o'clock un Sunday morning dand went nome o
bed, Betore leaving 1t he examined it tho-
roughly, finding everything all right, and all
the windows dowu, The firet one of theem
ployes who mrrived on the ground after the
alarm had been given tounu one of the windows
raiged, from which circumstapce 14 Is inferred
that the tire was of ineendisry origin, The fac.
tory had been stopped all winter, and the pro-
prietors hed just luld tn u laree stock ot hemp,
oic,, intending to commence operstions this
morning. The buildings were tull of hemp, anid
the flames spread with feariul rapldity, The
firemen were soon on the ground and sent
copious streams of water upon the ballding,
hut were unable to subiuve the fireuntil it had
done nabout all the damsge possible, The loss
on building and stock is quite heavy, and will
probably amount to $17,.000, on which there is
an fusurance of $10 000 in the following comps-
nies —New Castle County Mutunsl, $3000; D-la«
ware Mutual, $3000; a Conuecticut company,
$3000; und a company in Philadelphia, $2000.

Laviog o periect secluslon on his
farm, he set operated in all the great centres of
trade, and had the war not greatly impaired his
estate, would have left behind him w property
srcond only to thut of the greatest of our mil-
Pounires. As it is, his wealth 18 estimated ut
three millious of dollara, It is not known how
this hins been disposed of in his will, but $193,000
in securities was left as an endowment for a
Female Orphan Asylum in Lynchbure, and
$100 000 as a fund for s Chair ot Agriculture at
the University of Virginia ut Charlottesville,
